Regarding claim 1 , the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an active matrix type 
organic EL display device including the combination of all the limitations as set forth in 
claim 1 , and specifically an insulating gate field effect transistor provided on a single 
crystal semiconductor substrate; wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is 
held in a vacant space which is defined by the bed plate and the cover plate and the 
packing material wherein the vacant space is filled with an inert gas and a drying agent 
and wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is fixed over the bed plate could 

not be found elsewhere in prior art. 

Regarding claim 2, claim 2 is allowed for the reasons given in claim 1, because 

of its dependency status on claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 3, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an active matrix type 
organic EL display device including the combination of all the limitations as set forth in 
claim 3, and specifically an insulating gate field effect transistor provided on a single 
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crystal semiconductor substrate; wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is 
held in a vacant space which is defined by the bed plate and the cover plate and the 
packing material wherein the vacant space is filled with an inert gas and a drying agent 
and wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is fixed over the bed plate could 
not be found elsewhere in prior art. 

Regarding claim 4, claim 4 is allowed for the reasons given in claim 3, because 

of its dependency status on claim 3. 

Regarding claim 5, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an active matrix type 
organic EL display device including the combination of all the limitations as set forth in 
claim 5, and specifically an insulating gate field effect transistor provided on a single 
crystal semiconductor substrate; wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is 
held in a vacant space which is defined by the bed plate and the cover plate and the 
packing material wherein the vacant space is filled with an inert gas and a drying agent 
and wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is fixed over the bed plate could 
not be found elsewhere in prior art. 

Regarding claim 6, claim 6 is allowed for the reasons given in claim 5, because 

of its dependency status on claim 5. 

Regarding claim 7, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an active matrix type 
organic EL display device including the combination of all the limitations as set forth in 
claim 7, and specifically an insulating gate field effect transistor provided on a single 
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crystal semiconductor substrate; wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is 
held in a vacant space which is defined by the bed plate and the cover plate and the 
packing material wherein the vacant space is filled with an inert gas and a drying agent 
and wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is fixed over the bed plate could 
not be found elsewhere in prior art. 

Regarding claim 8, claim 8 is allowed for the reasons given in claim 7, because 

of its dependency status on claim 7. 

Regarding claim 9, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an active matrix type 
organic EL display device including the combination of all the limitations as set forth in 
claim 9, and specifically an insulating gate field effect transistor provided on a single 
crystal semiconductor substrate; wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is 
held in a vacant space which is defined by the bed plate and the cover plate and the 
packing material wherein the vacant space is filled with an inert gas and a drying agent 
and wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is fixed over the bed plate could 
not be found elsewhere in prior art. 

Regarding claim 10, claim 10 is allowed for the reasons given in claim 9, 
because of its dependency status on claim 9. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an active matrix type 
organic EL display device including the combination of all the limitations as set forth in 
claim 1 1 , and specifically an insulating gate field effect transistor provided on a single 
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crystal semiconductor substrate; wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is 
held in a vacant space which is defined by the bed plate and the cover plate and the 
packing material wherein the vacant space is filled with an inert gas and a drying agent 
and wherein the single crystal semiconductor substrate is fixed over the bed plate could 
not be found elsewhere in prior art. 

Regarding claim 12, claim 12 is allowed for the reasons given in claim 11, 
because of its dependency status on claim 1 1 .
